Buffalo, N. Y., Feb. 16.—State Treas 
urer John J. Kennedy committed sui 
cide by cutting his throat with a razor 
in a washroom adjoining tile ballroom 
of the Markeet hotel. The body was 
found by his Bon, William II. Ken 
nedy. 
In an official statement by Michae 
F. Dirnberger, Jr., Mr. Kennedy’s per 
Bonal attorney, declared that Mr. Ken 
nedy was temporarily insane when Ii* 
committed the aet ami that he had 
been brooding over the ordeal of th* 
cross-examination at the hands of Dis 
trict Attorney Whitman, by whom h« 
had been subpoenaed to appear before 
the grand jury in New York city.

Dirnbergor 
told of Mr. Kennedy’s appearance be 
fore Mr. Whitman on Jan. LM*, at widen 
time Mr. Kennedy signed a waiver of 
immunity. 
Later Mr. W hitman gave 
out a statem ent to the efte* t that Mr 
Kennedy had ignored an invitatioi 
from him to appear before the grand 
jury, so the state treasurer was sub 
poenaed. One of these subpoenas wa. 
served on him at Albany on Wedne* 
day. 
Another was served on Satur 
day.

— Fire, 
caused by a boiler 
explosion,

pletely destroyed the plant of B arr & 
Dority. leather m anufacturers, at f ifth 
and Church streets. T he loss is esti­ 
m ated at $100,000. 
T!u* en tire fin* fighting force of Wil­ 
m ington was rushed to the scene, But 
considerable tim e was lost in getting 
w ater on the flames, owing to frozen 
fireplugs. 
The fin* was discovered 
by 
the 
w atchm an, who first sent in ait alarm 
anti then, rushing into tile building, 
blew the factory whistle. 
The flames, fanned by a high wind, 
endangered a block of dwelling houses 
on the opposite side of Elf til street, 
ami the indite (ailed out the families, 
who removed the greater part of their 
household goods into Church street. 
The w atchm an of the factory was in 
the upper part of the four story I uild 
ing when the explosion occurred, and 
did not find out what had happened 
until he ta m e down to the basem ent, 
w here th e euvineroom is located, un­ 
til som e ten m inutes later. T he base­ 
m ent was then full of choking sm oke 
aud steam .
